(RY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The Supreme Court today 
affirmed the decision of Judge Ross 
sentencing Clune, Ross and Stanwood 
of Los Angeles, XA. R. U. officials, to 
eighteen months in the penitentiary for 
conspiracy. Justice Brewer wrote the 
opinion. The labor leaders are greatly 
excited, as they regard it as making all 
strikers criminals. — 

THE COURT'S DECISION. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—In deciding 
the case of W. K. Clune, Isaac Ross 
and Phillip Stanwood, charged with 
conspiracy to obstruct the transporta- 
tion of the mails im connection with the 
Debs strike of 1894, Justice Brewer said: 
“A conspiracy to commit an offense is 
denounced as itself a separate offense 
and the punishment is therefore fixed 
by the statute, and we know of no lack 
of power in Congress to thus deal with 
a conspiracy. The power exists to sep- 
arate the conspiracy from the act it- 
self and to affix distinct and independ- 
ent penalties to each.“ 

The offense complained of was com- 
mitted in California, and the defendants 
are sentenced to eighteen months’ im- 


prisonment, which was affirmed by to-

an English gentleman, don’t you know. 
If you recover the money we'll have a 
jolly good champagne supper on it, and 
I'll charge the expense to good experi- 
ence. If my father, Earl Howe, heard 
of it, he would think me a blooming 
chump, don't you know. I'm traveling 
incognito under the name of Bloomfield, 
but my right name is Curzon—Viscount 
Richard William Curzon. 

“When I left London a few weeks 
ago my father gave me £1200.

The Sublime Porte Continues to 
Take Steps that Make it Ridicu- 
lous—All Crimes Charged to 
Armenians. 


MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 18. — (By 
Atlantic Cable; via Varna.) Anti-Chris- 
tian placards have been torn down by 
the police at Scutari, Albania, where a 
dangerous agitation is in progress. The 
Turkish officials do not seem to be do- 
ing more than making a show of frown- 
ing upon it. The Armenian leaders of 
Contantinople are compelled to keep 
in hiding for fear of arrest. The Turk- 
ish police continue throwing Armenians 
into prisons, and secret executions are 
said to be of frequent occurrence. The 
Young Turks movement is actively pro- 
gressing in spite of the desperate efforts 
made by the Turkish officials to sup- 
press it, and it is said that much of the 
onslaught upon Armenians is due to 
the fact that the Porte desires to de- 
tract attention from the Mohammedan 
agitation against the Sultan. The pal- 
ace spies and police are kept busy night 
and day in Constantinople, but this 
does not prevent the revolutionary 
movement from spreading. 

The police have just made a fresh 
seizure in the Turkish part of the city 
of a large quantity of placards demand- 
ing a constitution, which were intended 
for distribution in the main thorough- 
fares. The two battalions of troops and 
the detachment of artillery at the Yil- 
diz Kiosk are kept closely within the 
grounds of the palace. The life of the 
Sultan is known to be in danger, and 
the lives of nearly all the ministers 
have been threatened. 

Hassan Pasha, the Minister of Ma- 
rine, is known to distrust the navy to 
the extent that he has a guard of 
troops, and it is claimed dares not 80 
on board a war vessel. 

A PETITION TO THE POWERS. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—The following 
petition has been sent by the Armenian 
National Union to the premiers, chan- 
cellors and foreign ministers of the six 
great powers of Europe, and the Secre- 
tary of State of the United States: 

The horrors and outrages of Sassoun 
have been repeated in different parts 
of Armenia, where tens of thousands ot 
Armenians have met death at the hands 
of unrestricted mobs of fanatical Turks. 
Again, recent cable advices from Tur- 
key are to the effect that the Turkish 
government is gathering its reserve 
fcrces to march over Zeitoun and exter- 
minate its inhabitants. The execution 
of this intent on the part of the Turkish 
government will only repeat the appall- 
ing history of Sassoun. The adoption of 
the reform measures proposed by the 
three great powers has been followed 
by a still stronger outburst of Maham- 
medan fanaticism all over the Turkish 
empire. 

“As a result of this unchecked, and 
in most cases sanctioned or ordered, up- 
rising of Mohammedans against the 
defenseless Christian subjects of the 
empire. Turkey is today in a state of 
anarchy, while those in power and au- 
thority are helping and defending the 
jawless. This state of anarchy is due 
also to the Turkish and Mohammedan 
apathy toward the Armenians and their 
secred rites, and to their hostility to 
the European nations that are desirous 
of substituting a better form of govern- 
ment for the present anarchy. This 
has been fully proved to be the fact 
because, whenever any European gov- 
ernor has deemed it necessary to take 
drastic measures to stop bloodshed and 
restore order, the officials of the Sultan 
have almost invariably succeeded in 
complying with -this demand, and in 
checking Mohammedan fanaticism. 

“It is evident, therefore, that the Sul- 
tan and his officials are directly re- 
sponsible for the present state of ter- 
rorism and anarchy. It lies, then, with 
the great powers of Europe to put, an 
end to this unbearable condition of 
things in Turkey, and to secure.safety 
and protection of life to the defenseless 
Armenians now at the mercy and under 
the heels of the cruel soldiery, fanatical 
mobs and savage Kurds. 

“We therefore most humbly beg of 
your government to hasten, in the name 
of hvymanity, justice and Christian civ- 
ilization, to unanimously, with the other 
five great powers of Europe, decide the 
fate of the Armenian nation, at an early 
special congress, such as that at Ber- 
Un, end to liberate the Armenians from 
theirunbearablecondition, which means 
torture, slaughter and utter extermina- 
tion. In behalf of the Armenian Na- 
tional Union, we are your obedient and 
most humble servants,

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 17, via 
Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 18.—(By Atlantic | 
Cable.) No details have been received | 
here of the massacre of about eight 
hundred Armenians at Kharput, or the 
sacking and burning or eight of the 
twelve buildings belonging to the Amer- 
ican mission there, which outrages 
were exclusively reported by the Asso- 


ciated Press Saturday forenoon. Am- 


bassador Terrell’ has telegraphed, ask- 
ing whether the American mission 
buildings were set on fire by rioters, or 
were destroyed as the result of a gen- 
eral conflagration. American and other 
missionaries at Bitlis have been com- 
pelled to return to Van, under escort 
of Turkish troops accorded upon the 
strong representations of Mr. Terrell to 
the Porte. Although granted teave of 
absence, the Ambassador will not leave 
his st here until the Americans are 
in safety and the authority of the Su- 
tan oe more established throughout 
Asia Minor. 

At the request of the United States 
Consulate, the Vali of Aleppo has de- 
tailed certain Turkish officials of high 
rank to protect Americans in that 
place, and has held them responsible for 
the lives of those placed under ther 
charge. Further massacres are re 
ported from Sivas and there is a report 
that 4000 Armenians have been massa- 
cred at Gueran. Although the reports of 
tne latter massacre are not confirmed, 
Turkish officials admit that the Kurds 
made two separate attacks upon the 
Armenians of that locality, and there 
was considerable loss of life, due, ac- 
cording to the Turks, to the rioting or 
Armenians, which could not otherwise 
have been suppressed. | 

The Porte, is is said, has ordered a 
special inquiry into the massacre of 
Christians at Alexandretta, in Northern 
Syria, where, as exclusively announced 
by the Associated Press early on Satur- 
day, 300 Turkish troops are said to have 
looked on while the killing took place, 
abstaining from rendering any assist- 
ance toward suppressing the disorder. 

The police have torn. down reselu- 
tionary placards referring to the Brit- 
ish Premier’s utterances at the Mansion 
House banquet in London, November 
9. The making of arrests continues and 
it is reported that a number of the 
members of the Young Turks party have 
been arrested. 

The Sultan is said to be Alarme to 
the verge of insanity at the assemblage 
of the foreign fleets at Salonica Bay, 
and it is known that he has sent urgent 
messages to the vali of the disturbed 
districts, ordering them to suppress dis- 
order. In addition special commission- 
ers have been hurriedly dispatched from 
this city to various parts of Asta Minor 
armed with power to quell the revolu- 
tonary outbreaks.

TH PORTE AS A REPORTER. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The Turk- 
ish Legation here has received from 
the Sublime Porte the following tele- 
gram, under date of yesterday: 

* “The Armenian insurgents of Zei- 
toun, Ferned and Kemban, numbering 
more than 800, attacked the district of 
Enderin, burned the palace of the Gov- 
ernor, felled the house belonging to the 
Mussulmans, and captured those of all 
Mussulman families that were unable 
to flee.

A SPLENDID FIRST NIGHT AT THE 
METROPOLITAN. 


New York Turns Out to Hear the 
Californian from the Paris Opera

WESTERN UNION LINES. 


Not Entitled to Exclusive Rights 
from the Union Pacific. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The United 
States Supreme Court, in an opinion by 
Justice Harlan, today held in effect that 
the Union Pacific Railway Company 
had no right to make a lease practically 
giving the Western Union Telegraph 
Company exclusive right to maintain 
telegraph lines along th 


e road of the 
railway company. case came 
from

Nebraska. The court reverses 
the judgment of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals and affirms tae judgment of 
= Circuit Court for the Nebraska dis- 
trict. 

The decision rendered to day holds 
the United States has a right to main- 
tain a bill in equity to compel the 
Union Paci to maintain its own 
lines of tel ph along the railroad 
routes, and the obligation’ imposed on 
the railroad pany to do this was 
as strong as i ligations to maintain 


railroad tracks. 

In the case of\ the United States 
against the two corporations to 
recover moneys paid for government 
messages to the Western Union since 
1881, sent over limes along the Union 
Pacific right-of-way, the court affirmed 
the judgment of the court below in 
favor of the corporation. The court 
said if it could be shown which mes- 
sages were sent over Union Pacific 
lines on the north of the track, and 
which over the Western Union lines on 
the south, it would hold that reim- 
bursement should be made for the 
former messages, but since the evi- 


dence was to the effect that it was im- 


possible to distinguish them, it would 
rule against the 


claim of the United 
States. 


The suit upon which the decision was 
based was brought some years ago by 
Atty.-Gen. Miller to enforce the provis- 
ions of the Anderson act, passed in 
1888, which provided that all railroad 
and telegraph companies‘to which the 
United States has granted any subsidy 
in lands or bonds shall maintain tele- 
graph lines for all purposes and exer- 
cise by themselves alone all the tele- 
graph franchises conferred upon them 
and obligations assumed by them un- 
der the acts making the grants. The 
points decided by the court were: 

First, that the exclusive telegram 
agreements between the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company are void. 

Second, that under the power re- 
served in the Union Pacific Railroad 
charter it was competent for Congress 
to require this company, by its own 
employees and officers alone, to main- 
tain and operate telegraph lines on its 
main line and branches for railroad, 
government and cemmercial purposes. 

Third, that since the passage of the 
act of July 24, 1866, no telegraph com- 
pany, accepting its provisions, could 
acquire the exclusive right as against 
other telegraph companies to maintain 
and operate its lines over and on any 
post road of the United States. 

Fourth, the court sustains the decree 
of the Circuit Court putting an end to 
the contracts between the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Company and the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, under 
which the latter exercised exclusively 
to telegraph franchises granted to the 
former and requiring the railroad com- 
pany to recognize those franchises by 
its own officers and employees, exclu- 
sively, and to maintain and operate on 
its main line and branches telegraph 
lines for railroad, government and 
commercial purposes. rae

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 18.—(Special 
Dispatch.) There was a lively row in 
the Governor's office this afternoon, 
during which Attorney John W. Mitch- 
ell struck Lewis Thorne several severe 
blows with a cane.

Immediately after the Governor's an- 
nouncement adjourned the meeting this 
afternoon, Attorney Mitchell picked up 
his hat and started for the door. On 
the way he was stopped by Thorne 
who said: “You have made these 
directors testify to things which are 
not true.“ 

Mitchell looked at him a moment, 
then said: There is a law against 
perjury.” 

es,“ answered Thorne, “and I may 
call it into use.“ 

Mitchell then retorted: “You keep 
away from me, sir; I don't want you 
even to talk to me.“ 

With that, he turned to leaye, when 
Thorne hissed: “Nor I to you; I don’t 
want to talk to a cur.“ 

No sooner were the words out of his 
mouth than Mitchell turned and struck 
Thorne viciously several times with his 
cane. There was a chair between them 
and Thorne staggered back out of his 
assailant’s reach. Before the attack 
could be renewed the Governor ordered 
them to desist. Mitchell then dared 
Thorne to leave the room and fight it 
out, but the latter replied that he was 
under the care of a physician and 
could not at that time. Both men apol- 
ogized to the Governor. 

Today’s proceedings in the investiga- 
tion show the Governor’s feelings in 
the matter of the charges. He stated 
to the Board of Directors that, in his 
opinion, they had voted themselves 
money without warrant, and added that 
he intended to make them pay back 
every cent which they had taken, 
whether he removed them or not. 


THE GOVERNOR “JUMPS” EM. 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 18.— (Special | 


dispatch.) At the investigation of 
the Sixth District Agricultural di- 
rectors today the Governor indi- 
cated plainly that he was not fa- 
vorable to their side of the case.

He had been there but 
a few minutes when the stranger re- 
turned. He was accompanied by an- 
other man. I stepped behind the bar 


first walked in had a revolver in his 
hand. . 
“Throw up your hands!’ he ex- 
claimed, as he leveled the revolver at 
me. I dodged behind the bar and ran 
out of a side door that leads into the 
yard. Just as I closed the door I 
heard. Neville exclaim, ‘Hold on.’ The 
next instant there was a pistol shot. I 
ran into the street to summon help. I 
called, but no one answered me. I ran 
to the corner, a block below, in the 
hope of finding a policeman. It was 
fully six or eight minutes before I re- 
turned, for I was badly frightened and 
did not want to take any chances of 
getting shot. There were several of 
the neighbors then standing on the 
sidewalk in front of the store. One of 


them told me that the robber had dis- 


appeared and that Neville was dead. 
I went back to the bar-room and found

WOOLEN MILLS BURNED. 


A Costly Fire at .Seattle—Helpless 
Fire Department. 

SALEM (Or.,) Nov. 18.—The Thomas 
Kay Woolen Mills were totally de- 
stroyed by fire today. The loss is nearly 
$80,000, with but $20,000 insurance. 

The fire was first discovered in a dry- 
house at 5 o’clock by the night watch- 
man, who claims it must have been the 
work of an inciendary. When the dis- 
covery was made the fire had gained 
such headway as to prevent him from 
reaching the main wheel. Could he 
have set this wheel in motion, he could 
have saved the building with the fire 
hose of the mill. The city fire depart- 
ment arrived in time to have saved it, 
but their supply of coal gave out, and 
before they could replenish from the 
engine-house, half a mile away, the 
destruction had progressed too far. 
The mill was equipped with modern 
machinery and ran night and day 
through all the hard times.

Punishing Violators of the Sunday 
Liquer Law—News Notes, 

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 18.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Today (Monday) 
the justices’ courts have been engaged 
in hearing the causes of persons who 
were guilty of infractions of the law 
on Sunday. Angel Nicolas was before 
Justice Crane on the eharge of carrying 
a concealed weapon.

RUNNING AGAINST TIME. 


Cheap Traveling Up North<Ciaus 
Spreckels Will Extend His Road. 
Almost a Te ental Rate

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Omaha says the overland timited 
passed through the State of Nebraska 
in its flight against time, and kept sev- 
eral-minutes ahead of its schedule time 
into Cheyenne, being the first train to 
arrive in the Wyoming metropolis 
which had left Omaha, 516 miles away, 
in thirteen hours.

AGAINST THE CONSPIRATORS. 


As noted in this morning's dis- 
patches from Washington, the Supreme 
Court of the United States. has af- 
firmed the deejsion of. Judge Ross, in 
the cases of Clune, Ross and Stan- 
wood, the A. R. U. officers, of this city. 
Judge Ross's decision, as will be re- 
called, sentenced these men to eighteen 
mon*hs’ imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for conspiracy in attempting, by 
threats, persuasion, and other methods, 
to prevent men from working during 
‘the railroad strike of 1894; the effect 
of such conspiracy being to obstruct 
the movement of United States mails. 

The action of the Supreme Court in 
sustaining Judge Ross’s decision is 
highly important, in that it decides a 


fundamental question as to the methods 


to which members of labor organiza- 


tions may legitimately resort in their 


efforts to prevent laboring men who 
are not members of their organizations 
from accepting employment which they 
themselves have abandoned or refused. 
The decision also has an important 
bearing upon the obstruction of the 
mails, declaring in effect that con- 
certed acts which eventuate in ob- 
structing the movement of the mails 
constitute a conspiracy. 

The labor organizations took up the 
fight on behalf of the convicted men, 
and at much expense carried it through 
the Supreme Court. They brought to 
bear the highest of legal talent, in an 

 @ffort to secure a reversal of Judge 
Ross's decision. They have fought the 
case for the defendants inch by inch, 
and have lost where they confidently 
expected to win. 

The “organized labor“ leaders have 

erroneously set up the claim that an 
affirmation of Judge Ross's decision 
would “make all members of labor or- 
ganizations criminals,” and that it 
would in effect “deny to laboring men 
the right to organize.“ The decision 
has no such extreme scope. It merely 
denies to men banded together for any 
purpose the “right” to enter into a con- 
spiracy to prevent other men from ex- 


ercising their legal right to work for 
4 whomsoever they please and upon such 


terms as they please. 
This right to labor is an individual 
and a fundamental right, guaranteed 


by our constitutions and our laws. If 
to labor organizations were conceded 
the power to deprive men of this in- 
herent right, it would logically follow 
that labor organizations are superior 
to the laws, organic and statutory. 
Fortunately, things have not come to 
such a pass. The Supreme Court-could 
not logically, reasonably, nor equitably 
have done otherwise than to sustain 


Judge Ross's decision in this case. 


If the existence of labor organiza- 
tions depends upon their “right’” to 
prevent other men from. working, by 
other 

methods, the sooner labor organiza- 

tions cease to exist. the better; for if 
such power were conceded to them by 

e courts, the functions of law, would |

cease to be more than a name. 

The right of laboring men to organ- 
ize is not involved in this decision. It 
is a right which is freely conceded by 
everybody, and which has never been 
denied by anybody. The right of men, 
organized or unorganized, to quit em- 
ployment which is distasteful to them 
is also undisputed. But no man or 
body of men can equitably become 
possessed of the power to prevent 
other men from exercising an individ- 
ual right, guaranteed to them by or- 
ganic and statutory laws. A great 
howl of protest will go up, from labor 
leaders and other demagogues, against 
the Supreme Court's decision. But it 
is eminently sound in law and in com- 
mon sense. 


OUR SECRET. 


“What is the secret of the phenom- 
enal growth of Los Angeles?“ is a 
question which we often hear pro- 
pounded by the new-comers in our 
midst. “You have a fine climate,” say 
they, “and rich soil beyond question, 
but so have other portions of Cali- 
fornia. So these things of themselves 
are not sufficient to account for the 
rapid growth and development of the 
city.” There are many elements that 
enter into this growth, foremost among 
which, perhaps, is the greatness of our 
ambition and our self-confidence. The 
people of Los Angeles have not come 
here merely as adventurers, but they 
have been attracted hither by a large 
faith in the future of this section. The 
immigration that has been drawn to us 
embraces a large proportion of brains 
and culture, of wealth, and that in- 
domitable energy which is a character- 
istic of progressive Americanism. 
Added to this those who have come to 
us have brought with them high ideals 
which they hope to see realized under 
conditions of life which exist here. 
They dream of realizing here the best 
that American civilization has to offer 
where they have less of battling with 
the elements to do, fewer natural hard- 
ships to contend with and fewer ob- 
stacles to overcome than in the old 
home. Life is pleasant here, and need 
not be purely practical, but it may be 
beautiful as well. The best civiliza- 
tion of today has its representatives 
among us, energizing our progress 
and directing it into the newest and 
most desirable channels. Men bring 
with them the leaven of experience, 
and come here, a large majority of 
them, to build homes, and to realize 
the most that life has to offer.

Speaker of the California Assembly; 
Assemblyman C. W. Pendleton, Senator 
S. N. Andrus, a director, E. T. Wright, 
another director, and Lewis Thorne 
former secretary of the association. 
The accusation, made by President J. 
C. Newton, Directors D. J. Stephens, 
W. H. Wiley and R. R. Brown, charges 
the above named with engineering the 
scheme by which the valuable property 
of the association was to be virtually 
stolen from the State. by legislation 
surreptitiously put through in the man- 
ner described in the dispatches from 
San Francisco already published in 
The Times. Adjt.-Gen. A. W. Barrett 
figures among the defendants to the 
accusation to the president and direc- 
tors, though his name has not yet 
figured in the charges. 

The counter-charges relate the his- 
tory of the association from the be- 
ginning, Ind show how the persons 
named attempted. to change a State in- 
stitution into a private stock company 
which would enrich he holders of the 
stock. The story, as told in the dis- 
patches developes a distinct plot, and 
shows a bad state of affairs, though it 
is evident that only the preliminary 
chapters have thus far been given.

John C. Lynch of San Bernardino, who

The bill was in the na- 
ture of an amendment to the act to 
form agricultural districts, and the

the laws of the State, and which 
has heretofore issued certificates al- 
leged to be certificates of the 
capital stock of such association, and 
which certificates last mentioned have 
been accepted by the members of such 
association in lieu of certificates of 
membership therein, may elect to have 
a capital stock and may issue certifi- 
cates of stock therefor.” 

It was claimed by those opposed to 
the bill that its effect was that of 
legalizing an irregular issue of stock,

| Park property to those who had quietly 


bought up certificates issued back in 
the 80's by the original association. 
These charges were brought to the at- 
tention of Speaker Lynch by the Times 
correspondent.. at Sacramento in the 
latter part of last February, and in the 
course of a brief interview the Speaker 
said: There was no ulterior motive 
in the introduction of this bill. I was 
informed by Gov. Budd and others that 
an effort would be made to knock out 
these district fairs and leave these as- 
sociations in the air, and this bill was 
designed to validate the titles of the 
stockholders. It does not chan tles 
in any respect, but leaves them in the 
hands of stockholders as originally 
made... If some of these stockholders 
have been sharp enough to get in and 
secure possession of the stock of others, 
that is their good fortune, and it is no 
fault of mine. I will say that, so far 
as that track is concerned, it has been 
in the hands of a board of directors 
who are not stockholders and who have 
leased it to horse-owners without con- 
sulting the stockholders.” 

It was whisperet about at the time 
the bill was passed that there was 
money in it for “somebody.” Speaker 
Lynch, of course, denied the rumor, so 
far as it applied to him; but his bill 
and his explanation are, to say the 
least, not satisfactory. The truth is 
slowly coming out, and ways that are 
dark and devious begin to be illumin- 
ated by the strong light of publicity. 

The latest phage of the controversy 
is told in the dispatches this morning, 
to the effect that Gov. Budd has or- 
dered the directors to pay back into 
the association treasury the money 
they had voted to themselves for their 
services. Wherefore more music will 
sweeten the circumambient ether, and 
the campaign against the various 
statesmen involved will be pushed by 
the accused directors. 


LET IT BE DONE "SOBERLY AND IN 
ORDER.” 


Different. cities at different times 
“have offered fnducements to national 
‘Conventions, in the way of hall-rent, 
‘music, and other conveniences. But 
never until the present time has it 
been openly proposed to put the con- 
vention up to be sold to the highest 
bidder among the cities desiring it. 
The proposition to do so this year can- 
not meet the approval of the great 
body of Republicans, to whom barter 
and sale of this sort must mecessarily 
be repugnant. The fact that San Fran- 


cico proposes to outbid all her rivals 


in this sorry competition is one very 
good reaon, among several others, why 
the convention should not come to San 
Francisco. 

The San Francisco boomers propose 
to cut an extremely wide swath. Their 
scheme is a lurid one. It is also an 
attractive one for a certain class of 
politicians and convivial spirits, who 


are happiest when they are drunk and 


engaged in painting things a vivid 
scarlet. It is proposed to send to the 
East a carload of wines, liquors, vtec., 
and to place the same at the disposal 
of the delegations to the National Re- 
publican Convention, provided San 
Francisco's bid be accepted. It is pro- 
posed that “booze” shall flow as freely 
as water, if not more so. The-plan is, 
in short, to paint the continent red 
from Maine to California, and to re- 
serve a liberal allowance of the color- 
ing matter for the town of San Fran- 
cisco. This plan, if carried out on the 
lavish lines already outlined, would re- 
sult in turning the National Republi- 
can Convention into a colossal and pro- 
longed drunk. It is needless to point 
out the disgrace which would attach to 
such an exhibition. The moral effect 
would be extremely detrimental, if not 
disastrous, to party success in the 
campaign. It would furnish a vulner- 
able point in the Republican armor, 
which the enemy would not be slow to 
take advantage of. 

There is no reason why the Repub- 
lican party should be obliged to wage 
a defensive fight in the campaign of 
1896. It should be, rather, an aggres- 
sive campaign, with nothing to apolo- 
gize for or explain away. To place the 
party on the defensive at the begin- 
ning, would be to handicap it in a seri- 
ous manner.

SAD FATE OF A YOUNG COUPLE 
FROM CALABASAS. 


Jackson Tweedy and Wife Strack by 
Southern Pacific Train Last 
Evening.

She Was Killed Outright and He 
Received Injuries Which May 
Prove Fatal, 


— 


The Accident Occurred at the Sev- 
enth-street Crossing—Misunder- | 
standing of Signais Thought 
to be the Cause. 


The morgue and the hospital pach 
claimed a victim through a very dis- 
tressing accident which happened at 
5:20 o’clock last evening. The victim 
at the morgue is Mrs. Jackson Tweedy; 
the one in the hospital is her husband, 
whose injuries may prove fatal. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tweedy were a young 
couple living on a ranch at Calabasas. 
They were married May 8 last, he be- 
ing only 21 years of age and she but 
19. Both were highly esteemed by 
those who knew them. A large circle 
of friends will be shocked by the sad 
accident that has befallen them. 

The victims of the disaster drove to 
the city yesterday from Calabasas, 
with a load of turkeys which they dis- 
posed of. After transacting their busi- 
ness, they started to drive to the home 
of Mr. Tweedy’s father, Washington 
Tweedy, residing at Rivera. They 
drove down Seventh street, which is 
the outlet from the city to the rich 
farming country lying south-east of 
the city. They reached the Southern 
Pacific crossing at Alameda street as 
@ passenger train was approaching 
from the south. At the same time the 
Santa Ana passenger train, which 
had just left the Arcade depot, was 
speeding southward. 

The crossing is a dangerous one, 
more people having been killed there 
than at any other crossing in the city. 
For this reason, the railroad company 
constantly has a flagman stationed 
there to warn the people crossing 
the track of the approach of trains. 
On this the regular flagman 
was not on duty, by reason of sickness, 
but he had a substitute in the person 
of an old man named Bowser... Mr. 
Bowser and other witnesses of the

and bruised. She died in a few mo- 
ments. Mr. Tweedy had suffered con- 
cussion of the brain, but was not en- 
tirely ae His injuries were 
all about the head and body, but no 
bones were broken. The horses were cut 
loose by the blow of the locomotive and 
one was thrown on top of the other. 
Neither was fatally hurt, although one 
was rendered quite lame from cuts and 
‘bruises. The wagon was completely 
demolished. 

The police were notified of the acel- 
dent soon after it happened, and Mr. 
Tweedy was removed to the Receiving 
Hospital in the patrol wagon. Dr. Bry- 
ant who attended him pronounced his 
injury serious, but not necessarily fa- 
tal 


ot the railroad track for several hours, 
before the coroner reached the scene of 
the accident. A large crowd gathered 
around to gaze at the mangled re- 
mains. Mrs. Tweedy was a very hand- 
some young woman, and the sight of her 
lying there, bruised and mangled and 
blood on her fair young face, made 
tears come into the eyes of the onlook- 
ers. When the coroner finally arrived,

News of the accident was promptly 
telephoned to Rivera, and Washington 
Tweedy, father of the unfortunate 
young man, hastened to the city to do 
what he could for the comfort of his 
son and to take charge of the remains 
of his son’s wife. Mr. Tweedy, Sr., was 
almost overcome with grief. He had 
last seen his son last Friday, and was 
looking forward to a pleasant visit from 
him and his wife this week. Young Mts. 
Tweedy was a daughter of Print Here- 
ford and was held in high esteem by 
her husband’s family. The Tweedys 
are one of the most prominent families 
in the San Gabriel Valley. 

Bye-witnesses of the disaster say the 
old flagman did his duty by giving the 
proper signal of danger, and Mr. 
Tweedy seems to have understood it, 
but thought it was only the north- 
bound train. He did not see the other 
train until it was too late. Both trains 
are said to have ‘been running at a high 
rate of speed. In fact, it has been a 
matter of much remark that trains are 
run over this crossing at a far greater 
speed than the city ordinances author- 


ize. It is probable that a damage suit 
will result.

* Counctitnan Pessell was the only of- 
ficial absent yesterday morning when 
at 9 o'clock President Teed rapped for 
order in the Council chamber. The 
day's work began with the hearing of a 
protest of Lena Haas against the sew- 
‘ering of Fourteenth street. After listen- 
ing to Mr. Haas in behalf of the pro- 


testant, the matter was laid over for 
one week. 


The City Engineer presented a map 
showing the construction of two flush- 
tanks in St. James Park. The map was 
approved by the Council. 

The following letter was received by 
the Council from the library board of 
Girectors, the same being directed to 
“City. Clerk Luckenbach: 


IABRARY WILL NOT BE CLOSED. 


Four communication in regard to 
“closing the library at 9 o’clock p.m. was 
considered at the regular monthly 
meeting yesterday afternoon. The di- 
rectors decided that while they sym- 
pathize with the Council in its efforts to 
®ctonomize, and will do all they can to 
cut down the bills of the library for 
“gas, they do not consider it for the 
best interests of the library to close 
half an hour earlier. The_evening is 
the only time that the laboring classes 
can enjoy the privileges of the library, 
and when the bell sounds for closing 
at 9:30 o’clock the reading and refer- 
ence rooms are always well filled.“ 

This communication was filed with 
but very little comment on the subject, 
Souncilman Munson alone remarking 
that, if the interests of any certain 
class demand the continuance of the 
present library hours, they should not 

The recommendations adopted at a 
recent meeting of the Board of Health 
were read by the clerk yesterday dur- 
ing the Council meeting. In brief, the 
recommendations suggested that water- 
ing troughs be connected with sewers; 
that the scrubbing of office buildings 
and sidewalks be not allowed except 
between the hours of 12 and 7a.m., and 
that garbage from hotels and restau- 
Fants be collected only between 12 and 
Sam. These matters were referred to 
the Sewer Committee and the city At- 
torney for the preparation of ordinances 
upon the subjects. — 

The reports of the Sewer Committee, 
Land Committee, Board of Public W orks 
and Finance Committee, as previously 
published, were received and adopted 
by the Council. In connection with a 
—section of the Finance Committee's 
report, giving information that only 
about $12,000 a month is available for 
use in paying the various demands and 
requisitions upon the city, was dis- 
cussed at some length by the Council- 
men, President Teéd asserting that the 
expenditures for the past few months 
have been in excess of the available 
funds by nearly $30,000. 

A motion was made and adopted that 
the committees having to appreve-de- 
mands and requisitions use the utmost 
endeavor to keep within the limit of 
moneys on hand, or which may be used. 
The Board of Police Commissioners 


asked of the Council that the street 


railway companies be made to employ 
men who will perform police service at 
such street crossings as are rendered 
unsafe for travel by the operation of 
the cars. It was decided to request the 
companies that such action be taken, as 
the city now pays nearly a dozen men 
to do this work. . 

The Police Commissioners also re-

THE HAYES TRIAL. 


A Case of Alleged Passing of a 
Raised Bill. 

-The trial of Robert Hayes, charged 
with passing a $2 bill which had been 
raised to appear like a $10 bill, is to 
come up in the United States District 
Court this morning. Some time will be 
consumed in securing a jury and it is 
not likely any evidence in the case will 
be taken before this afternoon or to- 
morrow.

UNDER ADVISEMENT.

TREASURY STATEMENT. The 
amount of gold and silver coin and bul- 
lion on hand in the United States treas- 
ury on November 7, according to the 
statement just issued, is: Gold, $92,851,- 
386; silver, $14,357.467. This shows, as 
compared with the week ended Novem- 
ber 2, a decrease of $227,818 in gold and 
$991,410 in silver. 

Speaking of the financial situation, 
Dun's Review, in its last issue, says: 
“Treasury officials at Washington 
caused it to be announced this week 
that the annual report of Secretary 
Carlisle would contain an outline of a 
plan recommended for the retirement of 
the greenbacks and the substitution of 
a new bank currency. No intimation of 
its character is yet given. The discus- 


sion of the question of a bond issue is 
also indefinite.“ 

The total cash balance of the treas- 
ury on November 7 was, including the 
gold reserve, 183,343, 746, agai $185,- 
631,679 for the previous week, e- 
crease of $2,287,934. For the fiscal year 
to date the receipts of the treasury 
have been $116,420,849, and the expendi- 
tures $138,257,155, a deficiency of $18,- 
836.206.

WILL HANDLE LEMONS. South- 
ern California Fruit Exchange is mak- 
ing arrangements to handle the lemon 
crops of its members in addition to 
their orange crops. The Ontario Lemon 
Exchange, which has hitherto been an 
independent organization, has affiliated 
with the Southern California Fruit ex- 
change, and a new district, comprising 
Ontario and Cucamonga, has 
formed. This is a good move. It will 
encourage ‘the production of lemons 
and insure better prices to the growers. 
The belief that there is as much money 
in lemons as oranges is gaining ground, 
and the prices which have been paid in 
the East this season for good lemons 
have done much to strengthen that be- 
lief. Even the importations from Italy 
and other countries do not begin to 
supply the demand. 


SAN FRANCISCO TRADE. The value 
of the exports from San Francisco by 
sea during last month was greater than 
that of any previous month since No- 
vember, 1892.

JAPAN COTTONS. Japan has taken 
to manufacturing its own cotton goods, 
and at the rate cotton mills are being 
erected in that country there can 
hardly be a doubt that the Japanese 
look forward to supplying not only 
their own people with all the cotton 
goods required, but also those of other 
countries of the world. The Swiss 
Consul at Tokio in a report to his gov- 
ernment on the manufacture of cotton 
in Japan says: “Labor is so cheap 
that even Europe can no longer com- 
pete. Good cotton undershirts are be- 
ing sold at 84 to 90 cents a dozen. Cot- 
ton umbrellas on iron sticks are sold 
at $2.60 to $3 per dozen, and the total 
exports of umbrellas in 1894 amounted 
to $746,067, against $589,272 in 1893.“ 

He also speaks in his report of the 
manufacture of hemp and cotton car- 
pets by the Japanese, saying: “This 
industry is a new one, and has its seat 
in the city. of Osaka. These carpets, 
called by foreigners Osaka carpets, 
are cheap, but not durable. They are 
all made by children, and in the low, 
gloomy rooms of the Japanese houses 
troops of little boys and girls are work- 
ing at this dusty trade with the zeal 
and intelligence of grown people. The 
little ones, who can be seen at work 
in a tropical heat, almost nude, seem 
to be in good health. The children’s 
pay varies from 3 to 10 cents a day. 
The principal buyers of these carpets 
are Americans.” 


DECREASED IMMIGRATION. Ac- 
cording to the report of the Commis- 
sioner General of Immigration just 
made public, a synopsis of which is 
published in the last issue of Brad- 
street’s, immigration during the year 
ended June 30, 1895, was less than any 
year since 1879. The total number of 
immigrants was 258,536, a decline of 
more than twenty-seven thousand as 
compared with the preceding year. 
The greater bulk of them were per- 
mitted to land, only 2419 being de- 
barred and deported at the expense of

A 
heavy press extracts the oil, and leaves 
the pulp ready for feeding to the chick- 
éns or cattle. The process of extraction 
is similar to that of making olive oll. 
The first heavy pressure produces the 
best oil, and after that a small quantity 
of moisture is added to make an in- 
ferior grade from the second pressing. 
A pressure of 600 pounds to the square 
inch is required to extract all of the oil 
from the seeds. The oil is frequently 
bottled and sold as olive oil, and much 
of it is superior to the best brands. 
In Europe the manufacturers of the 
sunflower oll have driven out of market 
to a large extent the famous brands of 
Italian olive oll, so that many of the 
fine groves of olive trees have been cut 
down as unprofitableand burnt as fuel.” 
To what extent, if any, sunflower oil 
has taken the place of olive oil would 
be difficult to determine, but there is 
one statement in the above that bears 
the brand of unadulterated gratuity. It 
is contained in the following: “The 
manufacturers of sunflower oil in Eu- 
rope have driven out of the market, to 
a large extent, the famous brands of 
Italian olive oil, so that many of the 
fine groves of olive trees have been cut 
as unprofitable and burnt as fuel.“ 
The man who wrote those words must 
have an unbounded faith in human cred- 
ulity. That the cultivation of the sun- 
flower can be made profitable is known 
to those who have given the subject any 
attention, but its advantages lie in 
other directions than that of an article 
of human food. The oll can be used for 
numerous purposes, and the residuum 
makes excellent food for cattle and 
chickens. It can be grown in all parts 
of Southern California. The yield of 
seed is abundant and involves but little 
cost for production, It makes an ex- 
cellent border along fences and road- 
ways. Some of our ranchers would do 
well to give it a trial, particularly those 
who raise some stock and poultry in 
addition to their other products.
